CABOT—Bush low and spreading, not too vi- 
gorous in growing, fruit cluster long and tight, 
berry medium sized, of good blue color, sea- 
son early and long, middle of June through 
August. 


RANCOCAS—Bush erect, vigorous and tall, pro- 
ductive, berry good blue of medium size, ear- 
ly mid-season just after Weymouth and Cabot. 


STANLEY—Bush erect and vigorous, berry firm 
medium sized, high dessert quality, mid-season 
just after Rancocas. 


CONCORD—Bush average in vigor, upright, 
productive; berry of good blue color, large, 
and good dessert quality, mid-season to late, 
and is a good commercial berry along with 
Rancocas and Stanley. 


PIONEER—Bush large and spreading, vigorous, 
fruit clusters long and heavy, berry is large 
and of good dessert quality, mid-season to late. 
Good for commercial planting as well as home. 


RUBEL—A long established variety, with bush 
erect, vigorous, productive, berry firm, of good 
color and dessert quality; mid-season to late. 
Good commercial berry. 


JERSEY—Bush vigorous, erect, very productive, 
berry is large, of good color and is firm, good 
dessert quality; late season after Rubel. Good 
commercial variety. 


Price for Cabot, Rancocas, Stanley, Concord, 
Pioneer, Rubel, and Jersey: 
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WEYMOUTH-—Bush erect, vigorous, berries ear- 
liest of all, ripens about middle of June, ber- 
ries large, firm, and of good quality and color. 


PEMBERTON—One of the newer and best vari- 
eties, bush most vigorous of all, very produc- 
tive, berry large with good dessert quality, 
mid-season to late. ‘Good commercial berry. 


SCAMMELL—Bush erect, vigorous, and produc- 
tive, berries firm, large and dark blue, and 
good dessert quality, mid-season to late, good 
commercial plants. | 





BURLINGTON—Bush very vigorous, berry me- 
dium sized with good blue color, a newly de- 
veloped variety, excellent dessert quality but 
is very late in season. 


WAREHAM—Bush erect and vigorous, berry 
medium sized, firm and very dark blue, but 
very excellent dessert quality, ripens late in 
season. 


GROVER—A variety of long standing, bush 
large and grows vigorous, berries medium in 
size with excellent dessert quality, very late 
season.

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DIXI—An outstanding new berry; very large 
berry, vigorous bush, berry firm with good 
blue color, excellent dessert quality, late.

PLANTING OF BLUEBERRY PLANTS 


Blueberries do the best in a loose acid soil with 
plenty of moisture present or where water can 
be applied during the summer months, which 
is the berry producing season as well as the 
growing time for next year’s crop. Plants six 
years and older will produce a large quantity 
of berries, and the plants will have berries 
from the first year on. 


BEAUTIFUL AS HOME SHRUBBERY 


In the spring the plants first are covered with 
a pinkish white, bell-shaped blossom which 
has a pleasant aroma. As the blossoms fade 
the graceful, light-green leaves develop and 
make a beautiful blend with the green, red, 
and then deep blue of the berries. In the au- 
tumn the leaves turn first to a light yellow and 
then a dark red before dropping for the win- 
ter. Plant this fruit producing, beautiful plant 
in your home garden and shrubbery planting.
